Vmg an Account of a Roman Infcription, lately 
dug up in the North of England $ with jome Hi- 
fiorical and Chronological Remarks thereon. 

THE Infcription which comes herewith, (Fig. II.) 
was dug up, two Years ago, in the Roman 
CAS TR UM y neatLancfatfer: The Infcription 
is very legible, and gives me reafon to hope, a Search 
after the rirft Fortifying this Place will not be unnecef- 
fary ; efpecially, being able to fix the Time of Gordhrh 

Repair- 
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Repairing this Fortrefs, to the 243 d Year of Chrift. 
We may reafbnably afenbe the Foundation to the pru- 
dent Administration of Julius AgricoU, in the Reign of 
Tl, Vtffifun, about 1 69 Years before. In Confirmation 
of this, 1 find the following Particulars very material, 
and think it not unbecoming to begin my Enquiry with 
Veffafi&nh firfl; Appearance upon the Theatre of Fame 
in Brit sip: 

In the .Second Year of the Emperor CLAUDIUS, 
Ann. Don?. 44, the Romans invaded Britain, under the 
Command of Aulus Piautitts, in which Expedition Fe~ 
ffdfian *, then Legate of the Second Legion, made a glo- 
rious Figure ; having been engaged in no lets than thirty 
Battels, and reduced two powerful Provinces, above 
twenty Towns, and the Ifle of Wight. All thefe Sue- 
cefles, tho' continued with good improvements in fomc 
of the following Years and Governments , could not 
frighten the Natives into an entire Submifiion ; efpe- 
cially, no Advance being made into the Country of the 
Brigantes, till the Advancement of Vefpajiaa to the Im- 
perial Throne, about %6 Years after, Ann. Dom. 70. 
Then the whole Empire was deliver'd from the Miferies 
of Nero's, and the fhort but lamentable Devaluations 
of the three fucceeding Reigns : Fefpafian then refoiv'd 
to pufh on his begun Conquefts in Britain', choice 
Armies, commanded by experienced Generals, are Cent 
over ; and the XX h Legion, having in the preceding 
Troubles a&ed feditiouily, ( not without Difficulty ) 
was reduced to fubmit to Pcfpa/ian ( moft of the Offi- 
cers as well as Soldiers having been advanced by Ph 
tcllius ). Julius Agricola is conftituted Legate, who, under 
the Governour Petilius Cerealis, bore a confiderable Share

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in the Succeflcs againft the Brigantes ; * " Sed primd 
" Cerealis modo Jabores & difcrimina, mox & glonam 
" communicabat : Saepc parti Exeickus in expenmen- 
'* turn, aliquando majoribus copiis ex evenru prsefecir. 
Tacitus afterwards in a few Words funis up the Whole 
of Cerealis his Acquisitions, f "' Terrorem ftatim intu* 
'' lit Petilius Cerealis, Brigarnum Civitatem, qix nil- 
" merofidima Provincial rotius perhibecur, aggrelfus ; 
" muha prazlia, & aliquando non incruenta ; magnam- 
■' que Bngantum partem aut vi&oria amplexus, ■■, aut 
" bello. . Notwithftanding thefe Advantages, I dace not 
fuppofe the Romans to have then penetrated fo far into 
this Province as our Lcngovicum, which is fituate Co 
near the Northern Bounds of the Brigantes, that at pre- 
fent it's not diftant above twelve Miles from Corbridge, 
the P^oman Curia, the chief Town of the adjoining Peo* 
pie the Otadini, I now advance to my principal Mo- 
tive, ( I hope its Length may d eferve Pardon, being unr 
der no Obligation to account for the Government of 
Jul. Front inus Succeflbr to Cerealis ) to fix upon the fe- 
cond Year of Julius AgricoLis Government for thi ; Work, 
which Tacitus thus defcribes, || " Sed ubi s£i\as adve- 
" nit contralto Excrcitu — loca Caftris ipfe capere, 
" aeftuaria ac fylvas iple prattentare : & nihil interim 
" apud Holies quietum pati, quo minus fubins Excuc- 
'*' fibus popularetur j atque ubi iatis terruerat, pareea- 
" do rurlus irritamenta Pacis oftentare. Quibus rebus 
" mukas Civitates quae in ilium diem ex aequo egeranc, 
•' dads Obfidibus iram pofuere, & Pr^fidiis CalteUiG

" te Britannia? nova pars illaceffka tranfierit. I his ex- 
cellent Conduct Tacitus further confirms from the Ob-

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fervation of Others. " Adnotabant periti, non aliunt 
*' Ducem Opportunitares locorum iapientius legifle, 
" nullum ab Agricola pofuum Caftellum auc vi Ho» 
" ftium expugnatum, aut pa<5tione auc fuga deiertura. 
Agricolt, this Summer, having quieted fo large a 
Tra&, and finiftied fo many Fortrefles, it cannoc be ex- 
pected all mould be built with the moft exquifite Art, 
Sufficient to perpetuate them. I proceed to Gordian's 
Repairs 5 whofe Hiftorian Julius dapitolimu having ne- 
ver once named Britain, yet giving lb many Hints of 
the excellent Oeconomy of his Government, under the 
prudent Administration of his Father in-Law Mifithus, 
I dare not fix this Work till the Third Year of his Reign, 
He having before been under the Direction of the Eu- 
nuchs and Officers of the Court, whom Capholinus 
reprefencs, in Mifitbeus his Leter to tiordhn, to have 
jjroftituted all Employments to their own Covecoul'nefs 
and mercenary Creatures.
